SPANISH PRIESTS 


ARE IN FLIGHT. 


Eight of Them From Manila Tell 


Sad Tales. 


There are eight Spanish priests on 


the Doric, fresh from Manila, on their 
way to Venezuela to begin labors anew. 
They do not %now a word of English, 
and are therefore.not Interesting con- 
versationallste in this part t>f the 
world. Through an interpreter one of 
them made tills statement: 


"We are Catholic priest* and were 


eent to Manila from Spain. Our work 
was in the country districts of Ltuon. 
Soon after the Spanish fleet was soak 
the insurgents wrecked our schools, 
robbed and despoiled our mission 
churches and drove us into Manila. 
About fifty priests were killed by them 
in the most brutal manner. Twenty- 
four were of our own order, toe others 
being, for the most part, French and 
Belgians. As oar whole work was laid 
waste, we decided to leave the Philip- 
pines and were finally permitted to do 
so by the bead of oar order In Spain. 


"No, we are not the only ones to flee 


from Manila. A number of other 
priests, some Spanish and others from 
various countries of Europe, left about 
the same time for tbclr homes or to 
new fields. We left Just before tne city 
surrendered, went to Macao and thence 
to Hongkong. 


"Let us impress one thing. We did 


not flee from the Americans. On the 
contrary we know thsi ottr churches 
and interests would tosve Cared well 
under the laws of the United States. 
It was merely the diseonragenipnt of 
seeing the work ot years destroyed by 
Mie men we had gene to teach, and the 
improbability of cementing feeling and 
being able to build up again among 
them.

AH, 
even to thbse nost «mbtu«red by tb« 


war, prefer American to i 
rule. The latter, would be 
cidal to Christianity and'all business 
pursnita We anticipate that toe In- 
surgents will make serious trouble, be-?

of the City Kindergarten read the fol- 
lowing interesting report: 
"What is -the kindergarten and what 


is the duty of the kindergartner?" is 
a question -which confronts me con- 
stantly. It may be that some one has 
visited one of the (kindergartens and 
found the children and teachers gone 
for a -walk, or a visit to a neighboring 
rice field or taro patch, or she may find 
the teacheivwlth her sleeves rolled up, 
giving a child a bath,, and to one not 
familiar with the kindergarten prin- 
ciples the question naturally arises, 
What is th* kindergarten? or In some 
amazement, Is this the duty of the 
kindergartner? 
Again, the teachers 


nave felt that visitors were often sur- 
prised to see certain things being done 
in the kindergarten, but aa they were 
too busy to explain the wherefore of 
them, the visitors departed with a pos- 
sible doubt in their minds. So today, 
at the risk of repeating things many 
of you have heard before, with the 
hope, perhaps of presenting the subject 
in a different light, I will undertake 
to answer the question briefly. 
The .kindergarten is a place in which 


the immediate physical, mental and 
spiritual needs of the little child are 
supplied for his harmonious develop- 
ment, which expression is fall ot mean- 
ing, though it has almost grown to he 
cant. 
The quality, then, of tire the kinder- 


garten depends largely upon the in- 
eigbt of the teacher as to .what the im- 
mediate needs of the child are, for you 
will readily see that it would be use- 
less to try to give a child a lesson in 
honesty or politeness while his body is 
craving food. 
It is sad to relate that in our kind- 
ergartens the most pressing need is 
physical. Too often do the children 
come to school dirty, hungry, dressed 
in filthy clothes and covered with 
sores or vermin. It Is, however, en- 
couraging to note that after the kind- 
ergarten has been in running order for 
some time, the children come to school 
in better condition. Last year in the 
Japanese kindergarten 
there were 


many children to 'be bathed every day. 
This year, so far, only two have been 
found who needed a hath, and they 
were from the same family. 
Through the iklndness and loving 


services of Miss Thompson, of Kame- 
fcameha Boys' School, and Miss John- 
son, of the Sanitarium, with the help 
of four Hawaiian girls from Kawaia- 
hao arid Kamehameha Girls' Schools, 
ws have been enabled to establish a 
sanitary department in the most needy 
kindergartens. The nurses come twice 
' a week, give the children baths -when 
needed, wash their sores and dress 
them with healing salves that they 
may soon get well. Dr. Day, Dr. Gar- 
vin and Dr. Howard have been most 
land in giving medical advice In the 
several cases where it was-needed, and 
the Government has given us a liberal 
supply of medicines. 
But the work Jias grown so we find 


it necessary to put it into the hands of 
some one who can .give her whole time 
to it. The teachers are earnest and 
faithful, -work early and late, taking 
part of nurse, mother and kindergar- 


' 
tner, which is their -blessed privilege, 
but there is so much to be done they 
cannot possibly attend to it all. 
There was the case of little Kakala, 
last year, who was treated for one 
thing or another from September until 
spring. Many a time I have gone Into 
the kindergarten and found her a 
bundle of bandages from head to foot 
No sooner was she cured ol one thing 
than another ailment presented itself, 
until she was finally taken to the hos- 
pital. Here she remained several 
months, until she was quite well. She 
had only been back in her home a few 
weeks before she was coming to have 
her fingers bandaged again. Some one 
is needed to look up just such cases, 
go to the homes, show the parents how 
to care for their children. This is a 
most important field of wonk.and a 
tactful worker could do more good 
than all the societies now In existence. 
There are hundreds of babies one 
•meets on the street, in the street cars, 
everywhere, who are suffering 
from 


troubles of all -kinds, caused by or at 
least aggravated by lack of proper care. 
An attempt has been made to reach 
the most ignorant and careless moth- 
ers through the mothers' meetings, but 
it has failed. They &eem willing 
enough and anxious for the welfare of 
their children, but they need object 
lessons to show them how. With a 
worker, then, who would go into the 
homes and help remove the cause of t&e 
troubles being treated in the kinder- 
garten, the work done would be ef- 
.fective, and the need of a sanitary de- 
partment almost if not wholly disap- 
pear

No attention Is called to how it is 
done, but all the interest 
centers 


around what is being done, for we be- 
lieve with Col. (Parker that as the 
image is so will the expression be. If 
the child seems to be utterly lacking 
in concentration, a small share of 
which he has at best, the teacher tries 
to make her game interesting enough 
to hold him to one thing three min- 
utes today, perhaps four tomorrow. If 
he seems to have no idea of the rights 
of property, he is shown through ob- 
servation, through games, stories, 
songs that each one has certain rights 
which must not be violated. He is 
given things for his very own that he 
may feel the Joy of ownership; he is 
given the care of certain things In the 
kindergarten, and must account for 
them every 'so often, 
The first principles of troe living 


must be learned, right impulses must 
be developed and evil ones inhibited, 
dominant faculties must toe awakened, 
and those (which are over-developed 
must be corbed^each child taught to 
see the good and beautiful in every- 
thing, and an opportunity given him to 
work out his owm individuality. One 
of our teachers of children who have 
no "homey" atmosphere anywhere 
who live from hand to mouth anc 
spend most of their 
time on 
the 
streets because they have no place 
worthy the name home, decided to give 
each child a homelike feeling for the 
kindergarten. 
So she ironght twenty 


little brooms twenty dust 
cloths 


wooden dishes, dish rags and other 
necessary things, and now a part o 
every morning is taken Jip in -the per 
formance of regular housi»&old duties. 
The children take turns ;In ^sweeping 
the room and verandas, hr dusting the 
chairs, tables and piano. They wash 
and wipe the dishes, putting them 
neatly away. They water the plants 
and make bouquets to brighten thr 
room. In this way they have a rea 
live interest In the kindergarten anc 
a foundation Is being laid for good 
home makers. 
It gives me pleasure to state right 


here that children whose mothers have 
been educated In our Girls' Schools are 
far above the average. They are well 
cared for physically, and the only 
trouble is that they are in danger of 
being spoiled by overindulgence and 
Indiscriminate petting. How much bet- 
ter off still would they be if their 
mothers had had a year's training jn 
the kindergarten. I should like to see, 
and that very soon, a partial kinder- 
garten course given to all the grad- 
uates of our Girls' schools, not to make 
them kindergartners, but to prepare 
them for life, for I believe more can 
be accomplished In that way for the 
nert generation than in any other. We 
have been pleased to see how much the 
girls who have taken the kindergart- 
ner course have developed from their 
contact with the little children. They 
have grown sweeter, more gentle, more 
patient, more womanly and they look 
at life with different eyest 
One young girl, rough and uncouth, 


kept coming to one of the kindergar- 
tens every day. The teacher inquired 
about her school, and found she was 
ashamed to go, she was so much larg- 
er than any 
of the other child- 


ren. 
After urging her as much as pos- 


sible, and finding she could not get 
her to go, the kindergartner asked 
her if she would not like to help with 
the children. The girl was very will- 
Ing, but rough and awkward in her ef- 
forts, BO that for some time the teach- 
er felt she had her hands full 
But Re- 


becca soon became deeply Interested. 
She lost her eelf-consclousness and 
entered Into the games aa heartily aa 
one of the children. She was a host in 
herself, and the children cloved 
her 


dearly. Very soon she became a neces- 
sary part of the kindergarten, and 
"when absent was missed as much as 
one of t/he teachers would hare been 
One day she disappeared and no trace 
o! her could be found. 


Only a few weeks ago a young lady 


s-repped up to me and asked politely

Dear Sir:— You wteh. to know my 


opinion aa to tha future of the Olaa 
district. The mere fact that I am lo- 
cated here could be my best answer, be- 
came had I not believed it to be a very 
.good field I would Have certainly kept 
out of it. But, of course, I* am liable 
to errors, andi, moreover, I nave made 
them before, and ithds to perhapa the 
best "foundation upon which, I venture 
to give my opinion, because one who 
baa discovered/ his previous mistakes 
is generally more cautious against new 
ones. 


I made my first visit to Olaa nearly 


one year ago and then formed my opin- 
ion as to the excellent conditions ex- 
isting here *or the cultivation of cof- 
fee^ There are some men engaged in 
growing coffee here whose well ex- 
plained confidence to tbe future of 
their enterprises should be enough to 
encourage anyone to follow them. In 
this connection I may jnentton Messrs. 
Higgins, Peck, Bussel, Eagan, Sunter, 
Abercrombie, Janes, Grossman, Motley, 
Fulcher, Relnhardt, Zimmerman, and 
many others. A visit through the oof- 
fee fields and a good talk with any of 
th« named gentlemen, will be more 
than enough to demonstrate the ad- 
vantages of Olaa. for coffee to any ag- 
riculturist. 


As I was not in any particular rush 


I kept on traveling through several 
other districts, where coffee is grow- 
ing and hearing well, to the Hawaiian 
Islands, before making op my mind in 
favor of any particular place. 
The result of my 'investigations is 


that coffee will grow and thrive in sev- 
eral districts of the Hawaiian Islands, 
and «hat the details connected wl tin the 
future of the industry, as cost of plant- 
Ing, weeding, pruning, harvesting, pro- 
duction per acre, transportation to 
market, etc.,~etc., are the reasons of 
my being aowin Olaa engaged in oof- 
fee, having brought my family from a 
distant country where I had been en- 
gaged to the'same Industry for many 
years, and 1 feel very much pleased 
with what I consider a bright future. 


As to the probable result of a coffee 


field several estimates have been pub- 
lished, some more conservative than 
others, but in no case is the benefit, 
commencing on the fifth year, less 
thara 25 per cent on the investment. 
This, result, of which all those engaged 
in coffee at present feel sure, in addi- 
tion to the advantage of a stable gov- 
ernment, obtained by our having'been 
annexed to the United States, has nat- 
urally produced a rise in coffee lands 
tto from $60 to $100 per acre, unim- 
proved, according to its proximity to 
the Volcano R*oad. 
Annexation has made- our future 


much brighter. We are now a portion 
of the United States and may look 
forward to a protective duty,on foreign 
ooffiee. We have oSr own markets 
•without having to seek buyers for our 
produce all over the world. 
The Hawaiian Islands are the only 


portion in the United States where oof- 
fee can be produced and if every square 
inch of available coffee land was bear- 
ing, we would still find a larger de- 
mand than we could supply, right in 
our own country. 
But there is still more in the future 


of Olaa. We can produce bananas, 
oranges, lemons, limes, aguacates (al- 
igator pears), and many other tropical 
fruits. 
No attention has been given to fruit 


growing heretofore, owing to our want 
of transportation, facilities, but now 
there is no doubt that direct steam 
communication with San Francisco 
and Seattle will soon be an accom- 
plished fact. We can plant bananas in 
oar coffee fields end produce about 850 
bunches per acre in addition to half a 
ton of coffee every year, which at a 
moat conservative estimate should 
bring a net profit of over $100 per acre 
annually. 
That our fruit will find a sure market 


there can be no doubt if we figure on 
-the many millions of people in the 
United States end Canaoa to whom we 
can sell it cheaper and better than they 
could obtain from anywhere else, 
which the various railroad lines con- 
necting Seattle with the heart of the 
two countries will help tw to accomp- 
lish. 
As to the possible difficulties to ob- 
tain labor I do not entertain tb« leatt 
fear. If I am not mistaken tree labor 
can come into tbe United State* from 
Japan, and at the wages paid to ibis 
country are higher than Japanese labor

He made in- 
quiries while in London representing 
Hawaii at the Queen's jubilee. It was 
learned that desirable people, from dis- 
tricts distant out of the population 
centers, could be had. Cook ft Son 
were interviewed on the subject of 
transportation. Mr. fienton, the con- 
sul at Rome for the Island Republic, 
reaxRly took an interest in tha pro- 
ject There has been much correspond- 
ence and considerable expense. As a 
result Mr. Damon has haS at his Mo- 
analua plaee for nearly five months a 
family of five Italians from a'dalry 
section near the Alps. These-mre, of 
course, selected people and hkva given 
entire satisfaction from theiflm. Barly 
in their life here it was interesting to 
see them work with the Island milch 
cows, BO differently trained from the 
pets in the old country. Hr. Benton 
has made, for the Government, an ex- 
tensive research with a view to open; 
ing op a labor supply for- this country 
In Italy. He gives the assurance that 
people can be secured who cannot fail 
to meet all the requirements. ^They 
are bound to be satisfied here, for the 
very staple reason that tbelr lot in 
Italy IB miserable. Their pay there is 
next to nothing and their food in of toe 
roughest and not in quantity. The peo- 
ple who were brought here by Mr. Da- 
mon have been writing letters and 
hare sent for some of thalr relatives. 
One of the Jetten was translated from 
an Italian paper for the New York 
Times and it gives a flowing account 
ot the country here. These people 
bring letters of recommendation from 
tbe mayor of their village. 
It is understood that quite a com- 


pany of Italians to be located on O*Jm 
tad Hani are on tbe way or are about 
to embark.

jTHE SALOON. 


The regulations that compel the sa- 


loon keeper'to remove screens and side 
doors has not proved effective in the 
dtiea >lt .tea enabled the police to en- 
force the lawn to better advantage, but 
it has not materially lessened the evils 
of intemperance. Just so long as the 
community legalizes the sale of liquor 
all schemes lor limiting its evil effects 
are largely futile. Just so long as the 
making of alcoholic liquors Is permit- 
ted, and the Government of the United 
States derives a vast revenue from It, 
attempts to materially limit its uses 
will fail. It is most unfortunate that 
it is so. But so it is. 


Some years ago a crank in 
New 


Yoiik City sent a petition to the mayor 
at the city, demanding that all houses 
should be made of glass, and. there- 
tore, be open to inspection. He rea- 
aoned In this way: Crimes against 
the law, violations of the moral law 
are always committed.in secret; the 
State falls to convict Because evidence 
•oi crime cannot toe obtained; 
make 


houses of glass and thoroughly trans- 
parent, and there-, will' be no crime, or 
the evidence of it will be easily se- 
cured; orgies, will not be carried' on 
if the crowd can stand by and look on; 
family life wiil 'be vastly improved if 
the neighbors can stand across the 
street and study its manifestations, in 
fact, this crank, insisted that glass 
houses would end .hypocracy and, as 
he said, the millenium would come in 
with a "bang." The Mayor simply 
plied that this scheme was Imprac- 
ticable. 


The evil of intemperance 
will be 


best fought by right conditions, and 
not by repression. We found here that 
the effective .way to fight cholera was 
not by treating people who had been 
exposed to it, andliad taken it, but to 
establish such a condition of things 
that the disease could.not exist The 
spread of cholera in a place is an ex- 
preseion of the bad sanitary condi- 
tions. The saloon is an expression of 
our civUization. 
The Government is 


an expression of our social condition 
The Church is an expression of our 
moral condition, Remove the filth and 
stop the breeding of microbes and there 
is no more cholera. Improve the phys- 
ical and moral condition of men, and 
the saloon goes. So will go also the 
jail and the gallows. Make men per- 
fect morally, and the Church will also 
go. But evils are generally fought from 
the other end of the line, that is, toy 
not changing conditions. There can, 
be no effective movement against in- 
temperance so long as the government 
permits brandy to 
be 
made from 


grapes, and whiskey from corn. The 
advocates of temperance play really a 
losing game when the expense of the 
war for humanity is defrayed out of the 
tax on beer and whiskey.

JU8TICE FREAE ON THE LABOR 


QUESTION. 


The remarkably able paper on the 


labor question, read by Justice Frear 
before the Social Science Association 
on June 28, 1897, is republished in the 
San Francisco Chronicle of Sept. 23d 
18S8. Itfl contents should be familiar 
to every planter, or person interested 
in our sugar production. It groups in 
one paper, besides its original matter 
valuable

He also cites the case of the cheap 


labor of India competing with the 
igh priced labor of California, without 
depriving the California farmer of a 
fair profit in ordinary times. 


He finally declares that the facts in 


the cases cited and in many other 
cases, prove that "high wages Indi- 
cate low cost of production." This is 
settled as a principle In finality toy the 
iriormoUs exportation of 
American 


ligh-priced labor goods to low-priced 
labor countries, 


-This paper takes 
bold and. just 


ground regarding Asiatic labor in these 
[stands': It states that, "white or high 
priced labor is not prejudiced by Chi- 
nese or cheap labor, in so far as white 
laborers are paid more. It is not .be- 
cause they are white men, or because 
they want more, or because it costs 
them more to live, tout because they 
are more capable or have better oppor- 
tunities and can earn more." 


While these propositions are strictly 


true, doubts arise in the minds of men 
not accustomed to reflect on the sub- 
ject owing to the fact that the rule 
is not universal. While a sober, in- 
dustrious American mechanic is more 
capable of earning high wages than an 
Asiatic, a careless, though skillful Am- 
erican mechanic, with unsteady habits 
is not". And besides there are some 
superior Asiatic mechanics who are 
capable of earning the best wages paid, 
Bat the proposition, 
as stated by 


Justice.Frear is correct in general! 


But the conditions under which high 


priced labor may be employed is an- 
other and important branch of inquiry. 


VINDICATE THE ARMY. 


The Advertiser suggested some- time 


ago that the army post should be locat- 
ed at a distance from the town. This 
is the yiew entertained by Intelligent 
officers, and good civilians ion the 
Mainland, who are familiar with the 
character of army posts. Some of the 
jingoes told us the suggestion was a 
reflection on the character of the army. 


The incidents of last Monday nighl 


are the very best evidence of the need- 
of such a measure. The! gjeagral per- 
mission which allowfT.-mefr'. 
enter a;toy n,'and enteriih?" 
was the'cause of .that disreputable af- 
fair. 


If the native police on Monday night 


had been .fully instructed 
in their 


duties, there .would have been blood- 
shed In all probability. Here was a 
detachment of soldiers under the com- 
mand of drunken officers of the Army 
wearing its uniform. The native po- 
lice could not challenge these- officers 
in uniform and demand their authority 
for declaring Martial law. Had they 
done so, or had they assumed that the 
officers were acting without authority, 
and, consequently arrested them for 
disorderly conduct, a collision would 
have taken place. Officers who were 
so drank that they did not know what 
they were doing, would not hesitate to 
ddrect violent action and did so direct. 


A hysterical view of the case should 


be avoided. Disorderly conduct toy en- 
listed men is, and will be overlooked. 
But when a trained officer of the army, 
a Regular, is guilty of an 
offense 


which would be severely punished if It 
was committed on the Mainland, it is 
only fair to ask that the same treat- 
ment of the case be made here. It is 
not simply a question of a violation of 
local law. It is the question of main- 
taining the high character of the men 
who command the army. It may be 
expected that in due time the honor of 
the Army will'be vindicated. 


PROGRESS. 


In Justice Frear'e paper iipon the 


labor question, alluded to In our Sat- 
urday issue, he discusses the question* 
whether or not the white man can- 
atoo'r in the tropics. He declares that 
our climate Is an Inducement rather 
than an obstacle to immigration. It 
omparea with many of the climates/ 
n which white laborers now live about 
as it does -with.the climates from'- 
which our Asiatics come.": ••' 
" 


The fact thai the Portuguese make 


excellent laborers here, and come from 


climate by no means tropical should 


be a sufficient answer to the question.* 
^ the question is confined to Europar 
ana and: Americana living in a cold 
climate, the experience of the 
cans In Florida :and Texas should

In normal conditions, the rate of wages 
paid in the Slates is the highest paid" 
in any country. It naturally imports; 
rather than exp&rts laborers. It has 
many millions of acres of land untilled 
for want of a laboring population. In 
the Southern States large numbers^of 
cheap Italian laborers are employed 
building railroads in preference to the 
negro, because the negro prefers to live 
on bis patch of ground, and for other, 
reasons, refuses to meet the demand 
for that kind of labor, although' the 
price of it is ?1 per day. 


While the United States ought not 


to export laborers, and does hot under 
normal conditions, there will always 
be a percentage of men, among^ 
000 of1 people who desire to -emigrate. 
Many are moved to it by physical 
weakness, and the dislike of a cold 
cHmate. Many, while alleging this «t| 
a reason, are really in search of better 
opportunities to secure larger wagef,- 
and ignorantly believe that in the .first 
stages of national growth, the pres- 
sure of population has been reached 
and that America must be1 abandoned^ 


In spite of these drawbacks, -how- 


ever, a considerable and sufficient lab- 
or supply from the Mainland may.be 
obtained for these Islands if adequate 
means are taken to secure It Someone 
asked the great engineer Brunnel if he 
could bridge the British Channel.

After the Islands have been virtually 


surrendered to the Asiatics, so far as 
labor is concerned, it will require mar- 
velous energy, intelligence, and man- 
agement to supplant that labor with 
Americans. Even in the promising 
coffee Industry, in which the small 
farmer should flourish, the tendency Is 
to employ the Asiatic. It is even said 
that the industry will decline unless 
cheap Asiatic labor can be obtained. 
Just so long, and it Is the universal 
experience, as one class of men have 
the opportunity to obtain the labor of 
a cheaper class, it will not, as a rule, 
do manual labor of its own. 


One 'of the difficulties to contend 


with in Introducing the American lab- 
orer lies here. For the moment that 
he believes, whether It is true or not, 
that he can benefit himself toy employ- 
ing cheap labor, he will make every 
effort to become, himself, an employer 
of labor. 
The poorest white man in 


our Southern States employs the negro 
at low wages, and lives on his labor 
even it it is not economical. He knt>ws 
nothing about economic laws. Nor 
does his brother laborer at the North 


While these drawbacks, only slight- 


ly touched upon, will not resist 
powerful movement towards the use o! 
American labor in the production of 
sugar, they indicate one phase of the 
serious nature of the labor problem 
here.

It is enough that it is 
most valuable and is solving many 
problems in the education of the races 
that have hitherto remained unsolved, 
it-utilizes that period in the child's life 
for (he preparation of skill in the arts 
and trades, which hitherto has been 
wasted, to the injury of the child, tb* 
parents, and the community. It ia the 
grand movement of modern philan- 
thropy against the evils ot poverty. 
For poverty Is the synonym of Ignor- 
ance. No intelligent community should 
contain paupers. Therefore, the kind- 
ergarten is the first barricade erected 
against want and crime and intemper- 
ance.

EXCISE 'LAWS. 


. The New York State Excise Commis- 
sion-has recently published a compil- 
ation /of _the excise laws of the States 
and Tfirrltories. Several _6f these laws 
indicate the -difficulties of regulating 
tire liijuor tra^e, and,lnspme InstaBces 
.the inslncertty of the legislators/ - 


•Vermont adopted prohibitory laws 


in 1852. The manufacture of spiritu- 
ous or fermented liquors is strictly for- 
bidden. But It is not a violation of 
the law to make cider or ferment it for 
home use. It is well known that cider 
"turns" quickly, and develops a. high 
percentage of alcohol. The majority of 
farmers freely use sweet elder, and are 
not willing to throw it away, when it 
has fermented. Their cellars become 
reservoirs for strong fermented liquor 
aa well as-vlnegar. In one of its stages 
of development it is popularly known 
as "Jersey lightning." While. the stat- 
ute books' of the State sternly forbid 
the manufacture of certain kinds of 
alcoholic drinks, they allow every 
farmer to fill his barrels with the crud- 
est form of alcoholic stuff. An, old New 
England hotel 'keeper observed many 
years ago: "The farmers' wives have 
never been able to explain why the 
'old men' generally become so lively 
about Christmas time." 


Again, in the State of California, 


there ia much confusion regarding the 
use of liquors, owing to the Import- 
ance of the wine Industry. It the sale 
of alcoholic drinks is an evil, so then 
should belts manufacture. One ol the 
largest dssets of the Stanford Univer- 
sity is an extensive vineyard, where 
brandy is distilled. While the Income 
from the sale of this brandy supports 
the professors and teachers, and ad- 
vances the cause of education, it brings 
no doubt mueh misery to many people. 
While, so far as the trustees of the 
University are concerned, the inhabi- 
tant! ot the State may freely become 
intoxicated on Stanford fcr&ndy, yet no 
stndoit of the University is allowed 
to use It on the University grounds. 


The most earnest advocates of pro- 


hibition are confronted with these con- 
Jttfons. The Almighty nu BO arranged 
It, undoubtedly for some wise porpote, 
that every vegetable that contains 
sngw may readily produce alcohol, and 
has provided a great variety of vege- 
table* and plants that contain 
If <he sugar producing plant* were only 
few In number, their product* might 
be broagbt under control. The hotel 
keeper, quoted above, also remarked 
bat, "the Almighty &ad the apple trees 
were everlartittgly worton' *gln tem- 
perance."

umbia Libel Cases. 


•Steamship People Win Twice and 


Lose Once—Appeal—Award of 


$1,OOO Damages. 


In the matter of Russei Colegrove 


vs. the Steamship City of Columbia, 
damages in the sum of $15,000, Judge 
Perry yesterday signed a decision vin- 
dicating the plaintiff, Russei Colegrove, 
in the libel and awarding him $1,000 
and Court costs. The decision goes 
fully into the case, from the evidence, 
and the Court adds: "I do find upon 
the evidence that the captain, in hand- 
cuffing him in the chain locker, acted 
with a reckless disregard of the rights 
of the libellant." Libellant has appeal- 
ed from this decision for a greater 
award. It is claimed -that the sum ot 
$15,000 is not too much for the Injury 
done.

WASHINGTON.—Minister Conger at 


Pekin transmits to the State Depart- 


the interpretation of an import- 


ant decree issued by the Government, 
•which emphasizes the treaty provisions 
authorizing the promulgation of the 
Christian religion and forcibly reiter- 
ates instructions to the authorities in 
the various provinces to see (o it that 
proper protection Is Accorded to mis- 
sionaries, and enjoins on local officers 
to receive missionaries when they call 
upon them. 
Such an order, coming from 
the 


tiirone, has never before been promul- 
gated. It will serve a good purpose, 
for missionaries will now be able to 
make representations direct to the of- 
ficials concerning their work or their 
difficulties and time, trouble and ex- 
pense will thereby ae saved. The de- 
cree says, in closing: 
As to the cases still remaining un- 


settled, let such action be taken as is 
necessary to bring them to a settle- 
ment without loss of time and as In 
future will prevent missionary troubles 
again occurring. Should there be any 
lack of energy shown in taking pre- 
cautionary measures to prevent trouble
